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U WAS a time of severe trial in Israel, 
for Israel having done evil in the 
sight of the Lord had been delivered into 
the hands of their enemies for chastise- 
ment, as the fol- 
Jowing verses sug- 
gest: 

“And the chil- 
dren of Israel did 
evil in the sight of 
the Lord: and the 
Lord delivered 
them into the hand 
of Midian seven 
years. And the 
hand of Midian 
prevailed against 
Israel: and because 
of the Midianites the children of Israel 
made them the dens which are in the 
mountains, and caves and strong holds. 
And so it was, when Israel had sown, 
that the Midianites came up, and the 
Amalekites, and the children of the east, 
even they came up against them: And 
they encamped against them and de- 
stroyed the increase of the earth, till 
thou come unto Gaza, and left no suste- 
nance for Israel, neither sheep, nor ox, 
nor ass. For they came up with their cat- 
tle and their tents, and they came as 
grasshoppers for multitude; for both they 
and their camels were without nurhber; 
and they entered into the land to destroy 
it. And Israel was greatly impoverished 
because of the Midianites; and the chil- 
dren of Israel cried unto the Lord,” 
Judges 6:1-6. 

In their emergency, when their op- 
pression had brought the beleaguered 
Israelites to their senses, they did the in- 
evitable, “Cried unto the Lord,” and re- 
pented. Their repentance immediately 
changed God’s attitude toward them, 
and He determined to deliver them. So 
God devised the plan of selecting and 
equipping a competent leader through 
whom He could bring victory to His 
chosen, though disobedient people. For 
this purpose He chose Gideon and qual- 
ified him by filling him with the Spirit. 
“The Spirit of the Lord clothed himself 
with Gideon.” 


This is God’s established method of 
revelation and .operation. Though pos- 
sessed of all power, God does not choose 
to thunder from the sky or write His 
will on the horizon, or bring about His 
ents by miraculous power independent 
of human agency. What He does for 
man He usually does through man. That 
is why the preaching of the gospel is 
not committed unto angels, but “unto 
faithful men.” 


“Men wanted,” is God’s standing ad- 
vertisement. He always has a place for 
men whom He can qualify for His serv- 
ice. His work often lags because many 
men are unwilling to have the Spirit

clothe Himself with them. The men God 
wants do not necessarily need to be great, 
skilled men of affairs, for such men sel- 
dom have the vision of God’s way of do- 
ing things, and lack the humility to sub- 
mit to becoming “garments of the 
Spirit.” This quality marks the difference 
between worldly leaders and true spiri- 
tual leaders. Men of the world possess 
only such qualifications as the natural 
man can provide, and know only the 
methods common to men, but too often 
they have not learned that it is “Not by 
power or by might, but my Spirit, saith 
the Lord.” Zech 4:6. Of too few of them 
can it be said, “The Spirit of the Lord 
clothed Himself” with them. 

In order to become a garment of the 
Spirit one must be wholly surrendered to 
God, so much so that his individuality 
is consecrated, and his plans are only 
God’s plans. John the Baptist said of him- 
self, “I am the voice.” He was filled with 
the Spirit, and was the voice of the Spirit. 
John had no personal ambitions nor plans 
other than the fulfillment of his mission 
—to announce the coming of the Lord. 
His entire life was devoted to that pur- 
pose. His physical man was merely a gar- 
ment for the Spirit. 

The Spirit had a definite object in 
selecting Gideon as a garment. He had a 
job for Gideon, and He filled the gar- 
ment in order to empower him for the 
job. He was not there simply to make 
him happy. His presence with Gideon was 


an enduement of power. The Holy Ghost 


does not come into our lives merely to 
make the minister happy, eloquent, fa- 
mous or to give him a good time. But 
since men understand men, God desires 
to perform His work through men who 
have received the heavenly enduement. 
(Acts 1:8). He indwells our temples of 
clay to inspire us for His service. He 


wants to speak with our tongues, walk 
with our feet, and work with our hands. 


The Church has a definite task to do. 
The great commission is ours. The prop- 
osition of going into all the world and 
preaching the gospel to every creature is 
so much greater than can be equaled by 
the very best éfforts of human organiza- 
tion that Jesus did not risk its promo- 
tion with the great leaders of the day. 
Instead He called His humble followers, 
four of whom were fishermen and one 
a despised publican, and commanded 
them to “Tarry in the city of Jerusalem 
until ye be endued with power from on 
high.” Luke 24:49. They had left all to 
follow Him, and He would make them 
“able ministers” filled with the Holy 
Ghost. They actually became garments 
of the Spirit, for it could have been 
said of them that the Spirit indeed 
clothed Himself with these consecrated 
men. Thus they undertook the evangeli- 
zation of the world. Without a doubt 
this is the proper way to carry on until 
Jesus comes. 

In recent years there has been much 
teaching on the subject of the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, and rightly so. It is 
the message for our day. Every believer 
ought to be filled with the Spirit, and 
certainly every leader of the Church. 
In the early Church it was imperative 
that those selected to carry on the af- 
fairs of the Church should be “full of 
the Holy Ghost,” (Acts 7). However, 
there are many dear souls who as yet 
have not come into possession of this 
gracious experience, and for their bene- 
fit a few possible reasons are offered 
as to why your garment may not have 
been used by the Spirit. 


Some garments are too unclean to be 
worn by the Holy Ghost. Bear in mind 
that the promise is made only to be- 
lievers, only to those who have been 
born again and washed in the precious 
blood, for it is written of the promised 
Comforter, “Whom the world cannot 
receive,” (John 14:17). Respectable 
men would disdain to wear filthy gar- 
ments, yet some are of the opinion that 
the Holy Ghost will abide in unholy 
lives. Remember that the Holy Ghost is 
a person, a member of the Holy Trinity, 
and a most reverend and holy person. 
It is difficult to conceive of His wearing 
sin-defiled garments. Is it not ridiculous 
for those who shy around holiness, and 
are content to be polluted by sinful 
habits and works of the flesh, to imag- 
ine that the Holy Ghost will abide in 
such a life? Such garments need to go 
to the Cleaner. There is a fountain 
open for all sinners, and no one need 
remain defiled. A dip in that fountain 
will cleanse from every stain. Accord- 
ing to the New Testament record, no

Church in Conflict in France

According to a War Department Re- 
port for August, in 62,911 worship 
services ‘a total of 3,638,060 U. S. 
service men throughout the world” were 
in attendance. In July preceding there 
were 52,758 such services conducted 
and attended by 2,667,793 service men. 
During the same period “hospital and 
guard house” visitors distributed 222,- 
032 Bibles and 95,082 Testaments.

Jewish Day of Prayer 


The Jews throughout the world will 
join in a day of fasting and prayer 
December 13 in protest against Nazi 
slaughter of several million Jews in 
conquered or controlled countries, ac- 
cording to RNS. Such a day of mourn- 
ing was observed in Palestine De- 
cember 2. In Jerusalem 400 rabbis had 
planned to gather in the “city’s oldest 
synagogue” to join in prayers. 


Wise Quisling 
The Quisling Government of Nor- 
way has ordered that “no house of wor- 
ship” will have fuel “except those 
heated by electricity,” according to a 
report from Stockholm. This is ap- 
parently an effort to prohibit religious 
services. “A number of the clergymen 
hiave asked their parishioners to bring 
blankets to church and to dress warm- 
ly.” There will be a day when the sun

The Virginia Method'st Conference 
Board of Temperance has made plans to 
ascertain the temperance stand of all 
candidates for the General Assembly in 
next year’s election, and to throw its 
full support behind “men who are dry.” 
The Michigan Council of Churches has 
also joined with four other religious and 
civil organizations which have pledged 
to combat liquor. It is pointed out that 
liquor is a great hinderance to the prose- 
cution of the war. This is quite true, 
it is a much more serious hinderance to 
the morals and character of those who 
use it. 


Religious Oppression in Norway 


Reports coming through Stockholm 
state that “Bible-reading, holding of 
worship services and all normal Sabbath- 
day observances have been prohibited in 
the compulsory work camps set up by 
the Nazis in Norway.” It is also re- 
ported that “a new catechism for Nor- 
wegian schools has just been published 
by the church department of the Quis- 
ling Administration, which alters the 
fourth commandment to read, ‘Thou 
shalt honor thy father and thy mother, 
but. above all thy Fuehrer, Vidkun 
Quisling.’ ”

Bible Revival 


Dr. John R. Rice reports that, “ ‘An 
amazing Bible revival is on, beyond 
doubt,’ he said today. ‘We are selling 
and giving away 40 per cent more Bi- 
bles and Testaments than we did a year 
ago at this time. The tempo of orders 
began to rise last spring. The increase 
has constantly accelerated until it is 
hard to control. 

“Last year in 12 central states we put 
out about 1,500,000 Bibles and portions, 
and this year we ought to run upward 
of 2,500,000. In Chicago alone in 1941 
we sold $35,000 worth in the first ten 
months; this year in the same _ period 
sales ran $46,000. All this is in additicn 
to the many thousands of cop‘es given 
away. 

“Demand for Scriptures for the 
armed forces has been unparalleled. The 
American Bible Society has given away 
800,000 Testaments through chaplains. 
In addition, it has. sold 250,000 to 
churches to be given to the boys in the 
service. That means more than 1,000,- 
000 copies to our soldiers, sailors and 


marines alone. 


Prayers for Victory 


Governor Cooper, of Tennessee, asked 
in his Thanksgiving Day proclamation 
that Tennesseeans pray “for a renewal 
of Christian faith and courage so that 
we may better protect the Christian 
religion and our democratic form of 
government.” This is a timely appeal 
not only for Tennesseeans but for all 
Christians who pray. It is scriptural to 
pray for those in authority. Moreover 
it is certainly scriptural that those who 
are in authority pray. 

Japan Dissolves Protestant 
Churches 


The Tokyo radio announced that all 
Protestant churches had been dissolved 
and will be henceforth included in a 
single church — The Church of Christ 
in Japan. The announcer commented 
that “for the first time in the history 
of modern Christianity, a nation-wide 
unification of all Protestant denomina- 
tions had been effected.”

The Bible in New York Schools 


Protestant and Catholic clergymen— 
leading laymen and educators in the 
community of the Cato-Meridian Cen- 
tral Public School, alarmed at “an epi- 
demic of juvenile crimes,” launched a 
trial semester of Bible classes within the 
school building, which has just been 
successfully completed. These classes 
will function permanently in the fu- 
ture. The experiment is the result of 
an opinion that child training “‘was ap- 
parently deficient” with regard to 
“moral training.” Physical catastrophes, 
such as World Wars 1 and 2, apparently 
awake the mind and soul to the extent 
that men realize that God is the only 
source of help with respect to reforma- 
tion.

The Universe 


Jacob J. Sessler, writing in the Pulpit 
Digest, gives us the usual story that 
light travels 186,000 miles per second. 
Further, that the earth turns on its axis 
(not Hitler and Mussolini) once a day 
and revolves around the sun once a 
year. The other planets, said he, 
Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, Saturn, Ura- 
nus, Neptune and Pluto, make sim- 
ilar revolutions around the sun _ but 
at different distances and at differ- 
ent rates of speed. The largest planet, 
Jupiter, has a diameter of 86,500, while 
our earth has a diameter of only 7,900 
miles. And the sun, which is a million 
times bigger than the earth, is 93,000,- 
000 miles d’stant. Then says Mr. Ses- 
sler, “Our Milky Way, of which our 
solar system is a part, contains more 
than a billion stars. The new telescopes 
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EAD chickens can 

not lay eggs. And 
a dead faith can’t pro- 
duce live answers to 
prayer. Faith and 
works are a team. If you go out in the 
morning to harness your team for the 
day’s plowing and you find that old Bess 
has turned her toes up and died during 
the night, you don’t have a team any 
more. And the other horse is as good as 
dead until you get a mate for him, be- 
cause one horse doesn’t make a team. 

James tells us, 2:17, “Even so faith, if 
it hath not works, is dead, being alone.” 
You can say you have faith in Jesus as 
the Son of God, from now until judg- 
ment day, but unless you put feet to your 
faith and march to that altar and repent 
of your sins and get saved, you will die 
in your sins and be lost. Your faith is as 
good as dead until you put works with 
it in the form of active repentance. 

I recall that in one revival a railroad 
engineer kept raising his hand for prayer. 
That was an expression of faith in Jesus 
as the Son of God. But his faith didn’t 
save him until one night he added works, 
to make a team, and stepped out in the 
aisle. Afterwards he said that the minute 
he took the first step, the Lord met him 
with a wave of glory and he felt as if 
he were walking in the air. The moment 
he teamed works with his faith he got 
saved. He hit the altar shouting and im- 
mediately got up and went back and 
brought his wife and four sons to the al- 
tar. 

Works is not always expressed in ac- 
tivity. When you wire a loved one to meet 
a train at a certain hour a thousand miles 
away, you are expressing faith in the rail- 
way system to take you there. But when 
you board the train and peacefully settle 
down in your pullman bed for the night, 
that is works. You express by your very 
peace and inactivity your faith in the 
engineer and conductor to take you safe- 
ly through. So also a quiet, peaceful set- 
tling back in the arms of Jesus is a form 
of works, expressing your quiet confi- 
dence in Him and His promise that He 
will take you through the storm. Jesus 
rebuked His apostles for lack of faith 
because they were not quiet and peace- 
ful when the storm threatened to sink 
their boat. 

When you wire money to a needy 
loved one, you leave the telegraph office 
with a feeling of peace, that the loved 
one is now taken care of, though it may 
be days before you actually receive a let- 
ter, stating that the money was received. 
Your very contented inactivity is a form 
of works expressing faith in the telegraph 
company, that they have safely and ef- 
ficiently delivered your wire. We start 
by auto at eight in the morning for a 
very vital conference 300 miles away, 
to be held at five that afternoon, ex-

pressing, by the few hours we allow our- 
selves, an absolute faith in the car to 
take us safely there within the allotted 
time. We sail along in absolute peace, 
KNOWING that we will meet our ap- 
pointment on time. That is works ex- 
pressing by our very peace that we have 
faith in our car. I have often wished that 
we had the same quiet confidence in 
Christ that we manifest for our earthly 
system of cars, trains, telegraph lines, etc. 
Adding Works 


Then there are active works. Praying 
through with determination is adding 
works to your faith. Fasting is very 
definitely a form of works. There is not 
a minister living, if in his right mind, nor

a church in all our movement, but what 
can have a mighty revival if that in- 
dividual or church will add these two 
forms of works to their faith—fasting 
and prayer. In Joel we read, “Gird your- 
selves and lament, ye priests: howl, ye 
ministers of the altar: come, lie all night 
in sackcloth, ye ministers of my God: 
sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn assembly, 
gather the elders and all the inhabitants 
of the land into the house of the Lord 
your God, and cry unto the Lord” (Joel 
1:13, 14). (See chapter 2, verses 12-17.) 
Hear God’s answer to this team of faith 
and works, as expressed in Joel 2:23, 24, 
“Be glad then, ye children of Zion, and 
rejoice in the Lord your God: for he 
hath given you the former rain moderate- 
ly, and he will cause to come down for 
you the rain, the former rain, and the 
latter rain in the first month. And the 


floors shall be full of 
wheat (souls), and 
the fats shall overflow 
with wine and honey 
(the Holy Ghost).” 

Giving, is an active form of works 
teamed with our faith. And the more 
you give when you feel you can not af- 
ford it, the more you manifest by your 
works your faith in God. A sister in 
Houston told me that God impressed her 
to give $25.00 at the Texas state conven- 
tion. She didn’t feel like she could afford 
it but she obeyed God by faith, feeling 
that He would refund it. When she ar- 
rived home she found a money order for 
$100.00 from her son in the navy, which, 
he said, was to pay her expenses at the 
camp meeting. She teamed works with 
her faith and was repaid four times. 


Personal Experience 

I once knew a noted evangelist of faith 
who often said, “Prove God. I have faith 
to believe tonight that if you will put a 
dollar in the offering, God will give you 
back two before the week is out.” The 
testimonies that man has received of the 
miraculous way in which God confirmed 
his faith by giving back to those who 
put in a dollar would fill a book. 


A number of years ago, in the days of 
open model T Fords, when we said that 
we would never ride in one of those top- 
heavy, glass-enclosed contraptions be- 
cause if it ever turned over we would be 
cut to death by glass, I drove my model 
T to a fellowship meeting in northern 
Colorado. It was winter and snow cov- 
ered the ground. A year-old baby snug- 
gled warmly in blankets in his mother’s 
arms at my side, protected from the cold 
winter drafts that seeped through the 
side curtains of the car. When the night 
service began I had a dollar left, and had 
to buy gas for the homeward trip of fifty 
miles, after service. The Lord spoke to 
me to put my dollar in the offering. I 
said, “Why, Lord, you know I can not do 
that. I’ve got to buy gas. We can’t sit 
out in the car all night with this baby. 
And the baby has to get home to his 
food.” The Spirit clearly said, “Put your 
dollar in the offering and trust me.” I 
put it in. At the close of the service the 
state overseer, who hardly knew me (I 
did not belong to his, or any church or- 
ganization) , came to me and said, “Broth- 
er Archer, I do not know why, and I 
hope it will not embarrass you, but the 
Lord has laid it on my heart to give you 
this five dollars.” I was not embarrassed. 
I cried. Then a stranger came to me. 
“Brother Archer,” he said, “you can’t 
drive home this cold night with that 
baby. We have plenty of room at the 
house. Come and spend the night with 
us.” 

God tried my faith in asking me to 
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“It is the blood that maketh an 
atonement for the soul,’ Lev. 17:11. 


Every man should be able to give a 
reason for the hope that is in him, and 
I do not believe the man lives who can 
give a reason for his hope beyond the 
grave who is a stranger to the blood of 
Christ. I do not wish anyone to believe 
what I say if it is not according to 
Scripture. 


The first scripture I would call your 
attention to is in the very first book 
of the Bible. In Gen. 3:21 you find, 
“Unto Adam also and to his wife did 
the Lord God make coats of skins, and 
clothed them.” In this verse we get the 
first glimpse of blood. Certainly God 
could not have clothed Adam and Eve 
with the skins of beasts unless He had 
shed blood. It was a case of the inno- 
cent slain for the guilty. It may be 
that this was a type, away back in Eden, 
of Christ the coming One, of the Sacri- 
fice to be slain. Adam might have said 
to his wife, “Well, even though God 
has driven us out of Eden, He loves 
us and this coat is a token of His love.” 
Someone has said that God put a lamp 
of promises into his hand before He 
drove him out, “The seed of the woman 
shall bruise the head of the serpent.” 


To me it is a very sweet thought that 
sin was covered before Adam was driv- 
en out of Eden—that God dealt in 
grace with him before He dealt in judg- 
ment. Did you ever think what a terri- 
ble state man in his lost and ruined 
state would have been in to live for- 
ever? It was the love of God to Adam 
that drove him out of Eden, that he 
should not live forever. Adam might 
have been in Eden ten thousand years 
and then been led astray by Satan, but 
now “our life is hid with Christ in 
God.” Yes, man is safer with the sec- 
ond Adam out of Eden than with the 
first Adam in Eden. 

Cain and Abel 

Then let us turn to Gen. 4:4,5, “And 
Abel, he also brought of the firstlings 
of his flock and of the fat thereof. And 
the Lord had respect unto Abel and to 
his offering: But unto Cain and to his 
offering he had not respect.” Here were 
two boys who were born and brought 
up outside of Eden. They were children 
of the same parents and brought up un- 
der precisely similar circumstances and 
under the same influences, and there 
is no account of any difference between 
these two boys until they went to offer 
the sacrifices. Abel brought the blood 
and was accepted; Cain came in his own 
way and was rejected. Undoubtedly, 
when our first parents fell, God marked 
out the way by which man might come 
back to Him. Abel walked in God’s 
way, but Cain in his own. Perhaps Cain 
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said he could not bear the sight of 
blood, and took that which God had 
cursed and laid it on the altar. Perhaps 
he said to himself, “I shall certainly 
not bring a bleeding lamb. I don’t like 
that doctrine at all. Here is the grain 
and the fruit. I am sure it looks better 
than blood.” 


There are a great many Cainites in 
the church today, trying to get to heav- 
en their own way. They bring their 
own good deeds to God, but they do 
not like the doctrine of the blood of 
atonement. From the time Adam left 
Eden there has been Abelites and Cain- 
ites. The Abelites come by way of the 
blood; the Cainites come in a way of 
their own, wishing to get rid of the 
doctrine of the blood, but be sure that 
any religion which makes light of the 
blood is of the devil. If an angel from 
heaven should preach any other gospel, 
I would not believe it, ‘Christ died for 
our sins.” 

Noah 

Two thousand years later another im- 
portant event occurred. Gen. 8:20, “And 
Noah builded an altar unto the Lord; and 
took of every clean beast, and of ev- 
ery clean fowl, and offered burnt of- 
ferings on the altar.” We have now 
passed out of the first dispensation and 
have come to the second; and the first 
thing Noah does is to put blood between 
him and his sins. The second dispensa- 
tion is founded upon blood. Noah 
walked by the highway of the blood. 
For this the animals were taken through 
the flood, and all of God’s people have 
been walking that way since, for it is 
the blood that atones for sin. Would 
you turn to Gen. 22:14, “And Abra- 
ham lifted up his eyes and looked, and 
behold, behind him a ram caught in a 
thicket by the horns. And Abraham 
went and took the ram and offered him 
up for a burnt offering in the stead 
of his son.” God loved Abraham so 
much that He spared his son, but He 
so loved the world that He did not 
spare His own Son, but delivered Him 
up for us all. We are told that Abra- 
ham saw Christ’s day and was glad. I 
do not know when he saw it, but I 
have an idea that it was from this 
very place that God drew back the cur- 
tain of time and showed him Christ as 
the bearer of sin. “Abraham, Abraham! 
spare thy son.” Ah! there was no voice 
at Calvary, no cry from heaven then, 
“Spare thy Son.” He gave Him up free- 
ly for us all, the innocent for the guilty, 
the just for the unjust. 


The Sprinkled Blood 


Turn now to Exodus 12 where God 
puts the whole nation of Israel behind 
blood. In the 13th verse we read, ‘““And 
the blood shall be to you for a token 
upon the houses where ye are; and when 
I see the blood I will pass over you, and 
the plagues shall not be upon you to 
destroy you.” God did not say, “When 
I see your good deeds—how you have 
prayed, and wept, and groaned, I will 
pass over you,” but, “When I see the 
blood.” It was not their good resolu- 
tions, their tears, their prayers, their 
works, their faith, that saved those men 
in Egypt—it was the blood. What 
were they to do to be saved? They 
were to put the blood on the doorposts 
and lintels. They were not to put it on 
the threshold. God would not have them 
trample the blood. But that is what 
the world is doing today. Men say it 
is not the death of Christ, it is His 
life. But God did not say, “Take a 
white, spotless lamb and put it there at 
the front of the door, and when I ‘see 
the lamb I will pass over you.” Had the 
Israelites done that the angel of death 
would have passed by the lamb, would 
have entered that house, would have 
laid his cold hand on the eldest born. 
A live lamb could not have kept death 
out that night; he would have fallen 
a victim like the Egyptian. 


Very likely, when some of the lords 
and dukes and great men rode through 
Goshen and saw the Israelites sprinkling 
their dwellings, they said they never saw 
such foolishness. Very likely, they 
thought they were spoiling their houses; 
every house had blood upon it. No Egyp- 
tian could understand it, but on that 
memorable night when death entered 
every house from the palace of the king 
to the hovel of the poor, when the wail of 
sorrow went up from that stricken land, 
it was the blood that kept him from 
the homes of Goshen. Yes, it is the blood 
that must cover our sins. I beg of you, 
do not let the world move you on this 
point. Let it go on mocking and laugh- 
ing and making light of the precious 
blood of the Son of God, it is our only 
refuge, our only hope. We cannot cover 
sin by any good deeds of our own. It is 
a very common saying, “If I were only 
as good as that man who has preached 
the gospel for fifty years, or that mother 
in Israel who has visited the sick and been 
so kind to the poor, I would feel safe 
for heaven.” But I want to say, that if 
you are sheltered behind the blood of the 
Son of God, you are as safe as any saint 
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that ever walked this earth. The life of 
Christ may be preached forever and if His 
death be left out, it will never save a 
soul. People say you must work, work, 
work, in order to get salvation. Ten thou- 
sand times no! It is a gift, “Whosoever 
will, let him come.” When the angel of 
death swept through the land that night, 
the good and the bad were destroyed to- 
gether. But wherever the blood was on 
the doorpost or lintel, whether they had 
worked much or little, God passed them 
over. The little child in the humblest 
tent was just as safe as Moses or Aaron, as 
Joshua or Caleb, as safe as any in the 


land. 


A great many people wonder why they 
are so weak and why they fall so easily 
when temptations come, why so little 
spiritual power is given them. I think 
you will find a lesson in that same chap- 
ter in the 11th verse. 


Our Journey 

We have a wilderness journey before 
us as the children of Israel had, and if 
we do not feed upon Christ we must 
starve by the way. We have not only to 
look to the blood for safety, but we must 
feed on Christ for strength. He calls 
Himself the Bread of Life. Feeding on 
Christ is feeding on His Word. There is 
no book that will feed the soul but the 
Bible. If I feed on the Word of God, I 
get spiritual strength and power. Some 
think one glimpse at Christ is enough, 
but the just shall live by faith. Life never 
really begins until we have been sprinkled 
with the blood of Christ. Everything 
dates from the blood. Even the Jew has 
to own that death on the cross as the 
beginning of days. Turn to Exodus 29: 
16, “And thou shalt slay the ram, and 
thou shalt take his blood and sprinkle 
it round about upon the altar.” Aaron, 
the high priest, had to take blood and 
sprinkle it round about the altar before 
he could have an interview with God— 
teaching us that to approach God never 
has been, never will be, never can be, ex- 
cept through the blood of the Lamb. 
Thirtieth chapter, 10th verse,“And Aaron 
shall make an atonement upon the horns 
of the altar, once in a year, with the 
blood of the sin offering of atonement.” 
Turn to Lev. 8:23, “And he slew it, and 


Moses took of the blood of it and put it . 


upon the tip of Aaron’s right ear, and 
upon the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot.” 
This is another verse I used to stumble 
over, but I think I understand it now: 
Blood on the ear—without it man cannot 
hear the voice of God; blood on the hand 
—that man may work for God; blood on 
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the foot—to walk with God. The blood 
commences to flow in Genesis and runs 
on to Revelation. 

A mother and son got on board a 
steamer and sailed away for home. They 
had not been long at sea before the cry 
of “Fire! Fire!” rang through the ship. 
They got out the lifeboats, but they were 
too small! In a minute they were over- 
crowded. The last one was just pushing 
away when the mother pled with them 
to take her and her boy. “No,” they 
said, “‘we have as many as we can hold.” 
She entreated them so earnestly that at 
last they said they would take one more. 
Do you think she leaped into that boat 
and left her boy to die? No! She seized 


-her boy, gave him one last hug, kissed 


him, and dropped him over into the boat. 
“My boy,” she said, “if you live to see 
your father, tell him I died in your place.” 
Brother, sister, if you live to see God, 
tell Him Jesus died in your place. That is 
a faint type of what Christ has done for 
us. He laid down His life for us, He died 
that we might live. Now will you not 
love Him? What would you say of that 
young man if he should speak contemptu- 
ously of such a mother? She went down 
to a watery grave to save her son. Well, 
shall we speak contemptuously of such a 
Savior? Oh, may God make us loyal to 
Christ! My friends, you will need Him 
one day. You will need Him when you 
come to cross the swelling of Jordan. You 
will need Him when you stand at the bar 
of God. May God forbid that when death 
draws nigh it should find you making 
light of the precious blood of Christ!

one ever received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost who had not been cleansed 
from sin. Of the Christians John said, 
He “hath washed us from our sins in 
his own blood.” Rev. 1:5. 

Is not this the reason many have 
never been filled with the Spirit and 
used of the Lord? They are unclean 
garments. There is little hope for them 
until they flee to the cleansing foun- 
tain. 

Some garments are too tight. They 
are opinionated. They believed what 
their ancestors believed. They never 
concede that God might have some- 
thing better for them. They adhere 
obstinately to a man-made creed and 
place the authority of their church 
ahead of anything Jesus said or taught. 
They hold tenaciously to doctrines and 
dogmas, yet are entirely void of spiritual 


understanding. Of course the fullness 
of grace could never get into such lives. 
They are so narrow and contracted that 
should the Spirit get into them He 
would find it very uncomfortable. He 
would be cramped and would soon have 
to depart. Furthermore He would be 
grieved. The Spirit cannot remain where 
He is grieved and quenched. “Quench 
not the Spirit.” 1 Thess. 5:19. Away 
with preconceived theories which keep 
the Spirit out. Then you may become a 
serviceable garment for the Spirit’s use. 

Other garments are too stiff for Him. 
The Holy Ghost would never feel at 
home in many hearts should He get 
into them. They are too starchy, so full 
of human pride. Although they profess 
great piety, they could never consent to 
such a meeting of religious enthusiasm as 
is described in Acts 2. In services where 
the Spirit of God has been marvelously 
present in convicting sinners and edify- 
ing believers, some of these dear people 
have entirely missed the blessing. If the 
Holy Ghost should erroneously conde- 
scend to “clothe Himself” with them, 
He could never use them because in 
their state they would prefer to use 
Him. That would dishonor Him. 

Men must humble themselves before 
God. “Humble yourselves therefore un- 
der the mighty hand of God.” He will 
never make the mistake of accepting 
or walking with the proud. Therefore, 
if you would know the blessing of hav- 
ing the Spirit to work in you, or to 
know what Paul meant he referred to 
the “power that worketh in us,” and

have revealed to astronomers that there 
are a thousand other Milky Ways.

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Ffosanna to the Son of Davio 


Luke 19:38-40; Mark 11:1-15; Matt. 
21:1-16. 

We are living in a day that is evil 
and a day of many trials and hardships, 
a day in which many are departing from 
the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils. Never was there 
a day when the devil was putting out 
more poisonous, deadly teachings and 
doctrines and leaving with the people of 
God a dreadful seducing spirit, than this 
present day. We want you to please 
notice this word “seducing.” Get the 
meaning of it, “to decline, to lean away, 
or to draw back.” We find this scrip- 
ture in the first of the fourth chapter 
of 1 Timothy where Paul is directing 
Timothy concerning the times of the 
last days. 

Now please turn with me to the 21st 
chapter of Matthew, verses 1-16. The 
ninth verse is what we wish to specify 
just now. “And the multitudes that 
went before, and that followed, cried, 
saying, Hosanna to the son of David; 
Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest.” 
We see that the multitudes who were 
with Jesus on this special occasion were 
those probably who were with Him and 
saw Him when He healed the lunatic 
and all the multitudes of sick folks of 
the 19th chapter, and gave the two 
blind men their sight. And perhaps they 
were some of the same folks whom He 
had healed and had forgiven their sins 
and it was impossible for them to keep 
quiet. 


Do you notice what a difference, or 
a contrast, there is in this Spirit and 
the first one spoken of? Some may say, 
“Oh, those folks had a right to have a 
different spirit; they were really with 
the Lord Himself.” But I wish to say 
right here, if we have had our sins for- 
given, heard His sweet voice speak 
peace to our soul, been sanctified by His 
precious blood and then received the 
great enduement of power, the Holy 
Ghost from on high, “‘we, too, have been 
filled with the Lord,” and if we still 
possess this great blessing He is with 
us, walking and talking with us, and 
leading us on to the happy place He has 
gone to prepare for us. And the reason 
we feel so “far away” from Him is be- 
cause sometimes we let the awful spirit 
of “seducing” get hold of us and we 
are inclined to draw back from obeying 
the Lord, going to service, prayer meet- 


ing and Sunday School. Then it is that. 


we find that the spirit of seducing is 
not only se-ducing but is also re-ducing. 
The prophet Isaiah in the 55th chapter, 
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2nd verse, says, ‘“Hearken diligently 
unto me, and eat ye that which is good, 
and let your soul delight itself in fat- 
ness.” When we begin to listen to the 
enemy and give over to a seducing 
spirit, stay home from service, lose in- 
terest in Sunday School and _ prayer 
meeting, we soon find we are losing our 
victory and our soul is starving for 
food and we are reducing daily until at 
last we are no longer spiritual. We no 
more feel impressed to praise God or 
testify, and the joy of salvation is gone. 
We often hear people testify of what 
great joy they had when God saved 
them, maybe twenty years ago; but, 
Brother, Sister, what about today? Do 
we still have that spirit of rejoicing? 
that same feeling of great inspiration and 
zeal to serve God? 


Those people who were crying, “Ho- 
sanna to the son of David,” were ear- 
nestly and sincerely praising God. They 
were not just merely saying something, 
but spoke as they were moved upon 
by the great Spirit of God. They had 
to praise Him or the rocks would have 
cried out. Oh bless God, where people 
earnestly praise the Lord it brings re- 
sults and the enemy is aware of it too 
and is trying to leave with the people 
of God a seducing spirit, saying, “It 
is not necessary to shout ‘amen’ or 
‘praise God’; it is ‘fanatic,’ you can get 
along without all this. Just keep quiet 
and sit still,” and thousands of other 
things of this kind. But he is a liar 
from the very beginning. It was essen- 
tial for them to praise God in that day 
and it is very essential for us in this 
evil day to cry out praises to the Lord. 

I was reading in a paper of how, in 
Uncle Sam’s Army, when the boys 
would get tired and worn out, dis- 
couraged and most ready to give up, a 
good peppy patriotic song was played 
and a lively beating of the drums started 
the blood of the soldiers to boiling with 
new zeal, inspired to fight till death for 
their country and for freedom and right. 

Oh, saints of God, warriors in God’s 
great army, the same thing can be said 
of praising God in this trying hour. 
We are pressing through to keep on the 
firing line, to fight for truth and right. 
Just a lively “praise the Lord” or two, 
or a “glory, glory, glory to God” will 
start the great Spirit of the Lord mov- 
ing in our souls and give us a new de- 
termination, a greater zeal to fight 


for God till death or till the victory 
is won. It will also put the devil to 
flight. He likes to be praised also, and 
when we ignore him and continue to 
praise God he will soon feel as an un- 
welcome guest and take his departure. 
Resist him and he will flee from you. 

Oh, praise the Lord. Let us look away 
from an hour of trouble and heartache 
and a world of blood-thirsty nations, 
lift up our heads and our minds and 
rejoice in the God of our salvation for 
our “redemption draweth nigh.” “Ho- 
sanna to the son of David.” I fancy 
I can see God’s great army bearing the 
Sword, the helmet, the breastplate, with 
their feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace, according to Eph. 
6:13-18, dressed in the whole armor of 
God, with uplifted hands, resembling 
the palm’s branches, waving them and 
praising God. Just one thing will take 
us through this battle and that is to be 
entirely inspired, greatly moved upon 
by the Spirit of God, so saturated by the 
power of God that we are lost to self 
and all things and people about us as 
we continue to lift our hearts and hands 
and praise God. More and more we are 
inspired, heaven is nearer, until at last 
we shall rise to meet Him and so shall 
we ever be, to praise Him in a more 
perfect way. Glory to God! 


While the preacher is preaching, if 
the Spirit of the Lord prompts you to 
say “Amen” do not bite your lips and 
hold back God’s praises. It will help 
the preacher to preach, bring God’s 
message to you, to the lost, to those 
discouraged and distressed. If when you 
are going to work you are impressed to 
praise God, don’t quench the Spirit of 
the Lord. If you praise Him it will 
make you stronger to overcome through 
the day and keep His presence nearer. 

When the battle is hard is the time to 
praise God. Praise God for accounting 
you worthy to suffer for His namesake. 
This is a time when the seducing spirit 
will say, “Now you have overcome 
many things and stood for God many 
times but you will have to give up now. 
You cannot go any farther.” But, 
Brother, Sister, then is the time to cry, 
“Hosanna to the son of David.” As we 
praise Him, He makes a way for us 
and we are spreading our garments of 
self-will, nonconsecration, and  non- 
wholehearted surrendering on the 
ground as things of nought and making 
or preparing a way for Jesus to reach 
another lost heart or to heal another 
sick body. We know God has all power

give up my last dollar. I responded to 
the test of faith with “works” by giving 
my dollar.

When the colored man was 
asked how he could. afford to give so 
much he answered. “Why Suh, dat’s easy.

Faith Needs no Agent 

Someone says, “I surely agree with 
you exactly, Brother Archer, about faith 
and works. I believe you should ask God 
for what you want and then do every- 
thing in your power to help God answer 
your prayer.

Mr. Smith hurries to your home 
and says, “Look here! I thought you gave 
me the contract to build your house? 
What is Jones doing working down 
there?” 

“Why,” you say smilingly, “sure I gave 
you the job, Mr. Smith. But I thought I 
ought to help you all I could, so I sent 
Mr. Jones down there to go as far as he 
can with it.” 

You say, “Why, that’s crazy, Brother 
Archer.” Certainly it is. And it’s just as 
illogical to say, “Now Jesus, I have ab- 
solute confidence in your power to heal. 
You are my doctor. I believe you are the 
best in the world. I have a broken body 
and I want you to take the job of fixing 
it. But I think I ought to do all I can to 
help you, so I am calling in Dr. Wilkins 
to help you all he can.” 

Beloved, if Jesus is the best doctor in 
the world; if He diagnoses every case one 
hundred per cent perfect, and if He 
knows just what to do about every sin- 
gle case; if He is able and willing to heal 
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every possible condition, many of which 
the earthly physicians would have to say 
were hopeless; and we all believe all of 
this about Him, then why call in an in- 
ferior physician, who at best can only 
diagnose fifty per cent of the cases right, 
(according to reports of medical science) , 
and can only heal a small per cent of 
those whom they do diagnose correctly? 

No, calling doctors and using medicine 
are not “works” of faith. They are works 
of unbelief. They are a confession that 
you are afraid that Jesus will not do the 
job. They are expressions of doubt, and Je- 
sus said that if we“‘doubt not in our heart, 
but shall believe that those things which 
he says shall come to pass, he shall have 
whatsoever he saith.” Mark 11:23. Doubt 
has halted many a prospective healing and 
has nipped the bud of many a fervent 
prayer. 

Your act of faith, your “works” in 
this case, is to dismiss the doctor and 
throw away the medicine. And I have 
seen hundreds of cases that were not 
healed until they said, “Lord, though you 
slay me, yet will I trust you.” 

Determination, as brought out in a 
previous article, is a form of showing 
our faith by our works. We believe God 
so strongly that we hold firmly to His 
promise, making no compromise, until 
the answer comes. 

Praise, as also expressed in a previous 
article, is one of our greatest means of 
manifesting our faith by our works. We 
believe God’s promises so completely that 


we rejoice before we actually see the an- 
swer. Just one illustration here. A friend 
of mine, dean of a Bible College, received 
a chance on a Packard car with a pur- 
chase. He promised God that if he won 
that car he would sell it, buy a cheaper 
one and put the balance in mission work. 
One day a wire came from a Kansas City 
firm advising him that he had won 
the Packard car. The wife was so excited 
she kept praising the Lord and shouting. 
She could scarcely tell her husband over 
the phone. She ran out the front door 
and over to her neighbor’s, waving the 
telegram and shouting. But she had never 
seen the car. She had never seen the 
heads of the company who sent the wire. 
But she believed that promise so strongly 
that she shouted before she ever saw the 
car. And friends, when we get a tele- 
gram from Glory, from the firm of God 
the Father, Jesus Christ the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, that our prayer is heard and 
we have the thing we desire of Him, we 
certainly should have an equal faith in 
the heavenly firm, and manifest our faith 
by shouting about it. Shouts win more 
victories than groans, because praising is 
manifesting our faith by our works. 

The beautiful organization of the 
Church of God is an evidence of showing 
faith by works. Though the honeybee 
does not realize it, he systematically pre- 
pares his honeycomb as an evidence of 
his faith that God’s great laws will send 
sunshine that will cause the nectar to 
flow in the flowers, and he will have 
honey for the winter. And the Church 
of God has expressed its faith in God by 
forming a beautiful honeycomb system, 
through which God can pour out the 
nectar of His blessing in souls and money 
and Spirit to supply the honey, of God 
to a hungry world, lost in the rigid win- 
ter of sin.

and is able to work. We do not need to 
make a way for Him but when we stand 
true to Jesus in time of temptation it 
causes someone else to see Jesus in our 
hearts and lives and to turn and serve 
Him, too. 

O Church of God, the great army of 
God, keep marching on, step by step, 
with the great Captain of our salva- 
tion (Jesus). Keep looking up, crying 
praises to God, “Hosanna to our Cap- 
tain Jesus.” When enough battles have 
been won, enough sacrifices have been 
made and enough tears have been shed, 
then the battle will be over and “we 
shall wear a crown.” We know not 
what may be just ahead but we do 
know God holds the future in His 
hands. Praise Him! Praise Him!
